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General Board Beeonimends the 
Build ins: of More Warships. 



The Secretary of the Navy Will Urge 
Congress to Authorize Their Con- 
struction at the Next Ses 
si6rT"dfTlie Con^Ms.

Washington, Nov. 10. — Three battle- 
ships, five scout cruisers, six torpedo 
boat destroyers, six torpedo boats and 
two squadron colliers, at an aggregate 
maximum cost of $41,800,000, is the 
building program which the general 
board of the navy has recommended 
the secretary of the navy to urge con- 
gress to authorize at its next session. 
Secreary Morton will refer the recom- 
mendations to the board on construc- 
tion for comment and indorsement, 
and will base his recommendation to 
congress on the reports of the two 
boards. The general board’s recom- 
mendation are signed by Adm. Dewey, 
president of the board. Hompgenity is 
urged by the board as the great need of 
them. Partly for this reason and partly 
because a general commendation at 
home and abroad for the latest type of 
American battleship the board sug- 
gests that the new battleship shall be 
of the general type of the Connecticut 
class. 

This would give the navy :aine first- 
rlass battleships of 16,000 tons dis- 
placement each. The board estimates 
that the complete cost of each of tho 
new battleships when ready for sea 
will not exceed $8,000,000, making a 
total of $24,000,000 recommended for 
new battleships. 

Great speed is urged as the feature 
of the five scout cruisers recommend- 
ed. Two million dollars is the esti- 
mated limit of cost of each of these 
ships. 

In character they will follow the 
general lines of the Chester, Birming- 
ham and Salem authorized by the last 
congress, which have a displacement 
of 4,000 tons. 

The board thinks that the six tor- 
pedo boat destroyers and six torpedo 
boats recommended should have 
greater size and seaworthiness than 
previously built vessels of the class. 
The board desires that the new de- 
stroyers shall be so constructed that 
they can make long cruises with the. 
battleships without need of repairs 
and can travel with ease on a rough 
sea, even if this necessitated a reduc- 
tion of speed. 

The new colliers asked for prob- 
ably will have a displacement of 12,500 
tons and a speed of about 16 knots, 
which would enable them to keep up 
with the battleship squadron at cruis- 
ing speed. 

It Is believed that the recommenda- 
tions of the general board in the main 
will receive the Indorsement of the 
Board on construction, and finally the 
secretary himself.

Their Condition Is Reported As Be- 
ing Terrible. 



ILondon, Nov. 10. — Special dispatch- 
es from Port Arthur and Chefoo, 
which are printed in Thursday morn- 
ing newspapers add little to the recent 
news of the besieging operations at 
Port Arthur, but give terrible de- 
scriptioi^s of the conditions of the be- 
sieged. 

The Daily Mail’s correspondent be- 
fore Port Arthur describe the Russian 
killed and those taken prisoners as 
greatly emaciated, and asserts that the 
men subsist entirely on a daily ra- 
tion of less than two pounds of black 
bread. 

The Daily Telegraph’s Chefoo corre- 
spondent declares that the task of 
burying the bodies of the slain at 
Port Arthur is now beyond control, 
and that the corpses are simply pitch- 
ed into the new dock excavations near 
Golden Hill, and where there is only a 
few feet of water, 

Tbe condition of the helpless women 
is h<‘art rending. Several groui)s of 
them going to market have been 
blown to pieces. The street scones 
there are said to be sickening. 

Bennett Burleigh also sends to the 
Daily Telegraph a harrowing picture 
of Tbe condition of the wounded in 
Port Arthur, of whom vast numbers 
are lying unattended within the inner 
forts. In the name of common human- 
ity, he thinks, some effort should be 
made in liehalf of the helpless suffer- 
-ers; and he suggests that as soon as 
possible they should be taken upon 
neutral .ships flying the Red Cross, 
and transferred to hospitals at Che- 
foo and Shanghai.

OREGON. 

Portland, Nov. 10.— Roosevelt’s plurality 
In Oregon will exceed 40,000, and may at- 
tain the remarkable figure of 45,000. Ths 
republicans carried every county in the 
state, whereas In 1900 Bryan carried five 
counties. The total vote cast will ex- 
ceed 87,000, of which Parker received 
about 15.000, and the other candidates for 
the presidency, the balance. Debs made 
an amazing run In this state. In some sec- 
tions passing Parker. The socialist party 
polled over 7,000 votes.

E. W. Hoch is elected governor by the 
republicans by a plurality of 55,000 or 
more. T. T. Kelly, republican candidate 
for state treasurer, will receive a plural- 
ity of 12,000. The legislature, which may 
have to elect a United States senator, 
will be overwhelmingly republican. The 
eight members of congress from this 
state .are all republicans. 



MINNESOTA.

The official count is awaited 
with Interest In the 15th district, which 
xs constituted now was never lost by the 
republicans. Dawes soured the nomina- 
tion after a bitter contest, after which

Washington, Nov. 8. — Encke’s comet 
was seen at the United States naval 
observatory Sunday night and again 
Monday night with the 12-inch equa- 
torial telescope. Its radiance, how- 
ever, is so feeble that as yet the com- 
et is barely visible in the telescope as 
a patch of light and several days per- 
haps will elapse before accurate ob- 
servations can be made of its position 
ivhich, however, follows quite clearly 
the path predicted for return of the 
?omet. 

Its distance from the earth and the 
sun is rapidly diminishing, while the 
apparent motion among the stars is 
so rapid as to be very perceptible in 
the field of the telescope during an 
hour's time.

Scientist Who Disputes Darwin Idea 
Tells of Important Discoveries 
in Plant Life. 



Winter Session of That Body 
Opened Promisingly, 



Because my name is Lord, I frequent- 
ly have not a few funny experiences," 
said J. G. Lord, of Muncie, Ind., according 
to the Louisville Herald. “One <rf the 
most amusing incidents I ever had by 
reason of my name happened while 1 was 
driving from town to town in Colorado. 
While on the road one day^ driving very 
slowly, for 1 had plenty of time, 1 chanced 
to notice by the roadside a young fellow 
about 16 years old, dressed in as ragged a 
fashion a» anyone you could ever conceive 
of. He had on a pair of his father's worn- 
out trousers, which were cut off at the 
bottom, and which extended far up on 
his body, almost to his shoulders. More 
as a matter of personal amusement than 
for any other reason.

i Professor Hugo de Vries, director of 
the Botanical Gardens, Amsterdam, 
and scientist who disputes Darwin’s 
theory of the “origin of species,” ex- 
plained his views at length at the New 
York Botanical Garden recently. 

Prof. De Vries differs with Darwin in 
asserting that a new species of plant 
I may be seen to develop at once from the 
parent plant, while Darwin’s theory de- 
mands many generations, marked by in- 
numerable minor differences and years 
of time. 

Prof. De Vries bases his conclusions 
upon actual experiment, and although 
his earlier investigations covered a wide 
field, his best and most conclusive results 
were obtained through careful culture 
j and observation of the evening prim- 
I rose. Twelve new species derived from 
the original varieties were described 
at length by Prof. De Vries, and th,eir 
differences were further illustrated by 
colored plates and lantern slides. 

Dr. De Vries’s discoveries have led 
to the establishment of a laboratory at 
Cold Spring Harbor, where the investi- 
gation of evolution in both the plant and 
animal kingdoms will be conducted for 
at least half a century at the expense 
of the Carnegie institution. Experiments 
conducted by Dr. D. T. MacDougal at the 
New York Botanical Garden since Prof. 
De Vries presented the results of his 
researches to the world of science have 
already confirmed several important 
features of Dn De Vries’s discoveries. 



Havana, Nov. 8. — The winter ses- 
sion of congress opened Monday prom- 
isingly. In sharp contrast to the rows 
and disinclination to legislate which 
characterized the summer session, the 
members of the minority party occu- 
pied their seats in full force. Nation- 
alist leaders have informed a press 
representative that it is not their in- 
tention to pursue their former obstruc- 
tive tactics. There were less than 
half a dozen absentees in each house, 
and the proceedings were character- 
ized by friendliness. 

In his message President Palma, 
after a lengthy review of the condition 
of the republic, outlined leading mat- 
ters requiring action by congress. 
The message made no reference to 
the political situation. In mentioning 
the progress that has been made in 
paying off the 50 per cent, of what is 
due the veterans, the total amounting 
to $28,500,000, President Palma asked 
congress to decide in w'hat manner 
the remaining half should be raised 
or to suggest other mode of settle- 
ment. The president called attention 
to the fact that the Platt amendment 
would not permit Cuba to incur debt 
unless the ordinary receipts of the 
treasury were sufficient to pay off the 
sinking fund and interest, adding that 
as the present sources above the ordi- 
nary expenses are practically absorb- 
ed by the first loan, Cuba can not cre- 
ate a new loan except through increas- 
ing taxes. He suggested that the dif» 
Acuity might be obviated by the crea- 
tion of a perpetual debt bearing in- 
terest at 3 per cent, per annum, which 
the government could be authorized 
to sink after 25 years or to liquidate 
sooner if the means became availa- 
ble. 

President Palma called attention to 
Cuba’s responsibility under the Platt 
amendment for proper sanitation 
throughout the island and stated that 
the executive department must as- 
sume general charge of all sanitation 
in order to secure imiform and effec- 
tive results. Consequently congress 
should appropriate sufficient money 
for that purpose and authorize definite 
executive control thereof. The presi- 
dent reported that health conditions 
were as satisfactory as last year, with 
the exception that there had been a 
number of cases of diphtheria in cer- 
tain localities in the province of San- 
tiago, which disappeared as the result 
of special sanitary measures. The 
mortality the past ten months in Ha- 
vana district was 21.20 per thousand 
and throughout the island 16.37. The 
one case of yellow fever nad been dis- 
posed of and that had not originated 
in Cuba. 

The president compliments the mili- 
tary establishment and the various 
government departments, especially 
referring to the public works, the 
state and educational departments. 
The number of schools has reached 
3,600 with 120,000 pupils, an increase 
for the year of 10,000 pupils. The ag- 
ricultural station, under the manage- 
ment of United States agricultural ex- 
perts, is developing a high degree of 
usefulness. 

The president urges the passage of 
the pending bill for the promotion ol 
the immigration of white laborers.
